Oꝛ that I know in many places of this Land, a ſkilſul 
Surveper is not alwaies at hand, oz hardly anp 
that can meaſure an YFcre of land; foz the helpe of the 
unſkilfull I have drawne this table, which will terve 
fox the laying out of one 02 moze — Coꝛne, oꝛ graſſe, 
02 any the like. It conſifteth, as pou (ee, oł two columnes, 
ſo as the ſecond beginneth, there the firſt doth end: and 
tach columne conliſteth of 4 ptilars, in the firſt whereof 
is expreſſed the breadth of an acre of land in perches, 
02 vods, beginning with 4, and contiaued ts 60; and in 
this piliar, ſhall bee alwaies found one (ide of the acre, 
andin the other three pillazs, ts expreſſed the otber (ide 
ofthe acre: in the firſt perches, inthe ſecond feet, and in the 
third inches, As foꝛ example; Duppole one ſide of the acre 
to bee 7 perches, ſeeke fo2 / in the firſt pillar, and right 
againſt it, you (hall finde 22 perches, 14 feete, and i inch, 
which muſt dee the length of the other ſide, and ſo fox 
all the reſt: where note, that when the numbers in the firff 
pillar, come to exceed the numbers in the sther three pil= 
lars together taken, as it beginneth to doe at 13, and ſg 
continuing in all the reſt; then that greater ſide is impꝛo⸗ 
perly called the breadth, foz that the breadth of any thing 
compared with the length, is in proper ſpeech alwaies

A note of menſuration. 


'® Hree barly cornes drp, and taken out of the middle 
of the eare, and laid one at the end of an other, make an 
inch; 12 inches, make a foote; 16 foote and an halte, make 
a perch; 40 perches long, makes a furlong; 8 furlongs, 
02 320 perches, wherein are contained 52%0 feete, make 
an Engliſh mile; which is longer then the Jtaltan mite, 
by 280 feete; that conſiuing only of 5000 feete, oz 1000 
Geometri call paſes, accounting five toote to the paſe. 
Three of theſe miles make a League; faure of theſe 
mtles make one Dutch mile. Note that here the originall 
gf all meaſure with us, is made toproceede fzom a Bars 
ip coꝛne; which ts not to bee underſtood as if all Barlep 
cones of equali dryneſſe, and taken out of the middle 
of divers eares of cone, were oft equall length; for wee

How to finde the Golden Number. 


Egin pour account from the yzare 1500, and ſooke 

how many ſcoꝛes of peares are paſt fince that time, 
and foz everp ſcoze of peares account one, to which adde 
the odde peares above ſcoꝛes, and the lumme is the Golden 
number, except it doe exceed 15; if it doe, then caſt away 
19, the remaine is the Golden Number. Exampl:; this pres 
ſent peare 1627, Jfinde that there are ſixe (cores ot peates 
lince 1500, and for them J take 6, and adde 7 foz 
the odde 7 peares, it maketh 13 the Golden Number: the 
realon hereof is, foz that the lame peare the Golden Num- 
ber was 15; which , beeing leſſe by 1 then 20, therefoze 
there is foz eberp 20 yeares unce, 1 accounted. | 


How to finde the Epact number. 
Awing found the Golden Number, dibide it by 3, if 
nothing remaine, the Golden Number and the Epact 
are all one; it one doe remaine, the Epact is greater __ 
the 
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the Golden Number by 10; tf two doe remains, then the 


Epact is greater then the Golden Number by 20; but it 
the Golden Numbei and 20 thus added doe exceed zo, then 
caſt away c, the remaine is the Epact. Example: this prez 
ſent peare 1627, the Golden Number is 13, which divided 
by 2, lea beg foz the temainder, which ſheweth that ro be⸗ 
ing added tathe Golden Number, makes tt to hee 23, which 
is the Epact tos this prelent peate. 

Note that whenioever the Dominicall Letter is C, and 
the Gol ien Number 5, 13,02 165 then our Eaſter day 1s 
c?tebrated upon the feaſt of the Annuntiation gf the 
bleJey Utrgin, beeing the 25 of March; as it doth this 
preſent pcare 1627, and will doe againe in the peares 1638, 
and 1649. 

Note allo, that whenſoeber the Sunday Letter is C, 
and the Golden Number +, then is the feaſt of S. Marke 
and Eaſter day both onę, as it wil happen in the yeare 16412 
and this is the higheſt that it can be. Ind the loweſ that it 
can beets, when the Dom micall Letter is D, and the 
prime oz Golden Number 16; fez then Eaſter Day ſhall be 
the 22 of March, and the feaſt of the Annuntiation on Weds 
neſday in Eaſter weeke, 

Note alſo that Eaſter eber falleth between the 21 of 

March and »6of Aprill, 
 Notealls that in the ſpace of 5;2 peares all the mooves 
able Fraſts doe returne to the ſame day of the moneth,
